This  Department  is  open  to  receive  Patients  every  week-day, 
except  Saturdays  and  Bank  Holidays,  between  1  p.m.  to  2-30  p.m. 

The  Medical  Officers  are  in  attendance  at  2  p.m.  daily. 

The  Out-Patients’  Department  is  in  Walmer  Street,  Seymour 
Place,  immediately  behind  the  Hospital. 


Poverty  and  sickness  being  the  only  qualifications  necessary 
for  admission,  the  Committee  appeal  for  contributions  from  anyone 
personally  interested  in  a  Patient.

REPORT  OF  THE 

COMMITTEE  OF  MANAGEMENT  FOR  1943 

The  Committee  have  the  honour  to  present  the  ninety-seventh 
Annual  Report  to  the  Governors  of  the  Hospital. 

After  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of  Governors,  the  Committee 
of  Management  unanimously  re-elected  Sir  Charles  Howell  Thomas 
as  Chairman  ;  Lady  Mary  Baring  as  Vice-Chairman  ;  and  The 
Lord  Manners  as  Treasurer. 

The  members  of  the  various  Sub-committees,  Finance,  House, 
etc.,  were  re-elected  en  bloc. 

During  the  year  the  long  postponed  washing  and  cleaning  of  the 
Hospital  was  carried  out,  but  anything  in  the  nature  of  re-decorating 
and  re-painting  was  not  permitted.  This  has  been  further  postponed 
pending  permission  and  authority  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  and 
Ministry  of  Works  and  Buildings. 

Your  Committee  gratefully  acknowledge  several  consignments 
of  eggs  during  the  year  from  the  British  Red  Cross  Society.  This 
variation  in  the  diet  was  most  welcome  and  greatly  appreciated. 
They  also  express  very  sincere  and  grateful  thanks  to  the  Ladies’ 
Association  for  their  valuable  gifts  of  Rubber  Air  Rings,  Pillow 
Slips  and  Sheets. 

During  the  year,  meetings  of  the  Special  Hospitals’  (Women's 
Group)  Committee  have  been  held,  at  which  the  Chairman  of  the 
Hospital  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Medical  Committee  represented 
the  Hospital.  They  also  represented  the  Hospital  on  the  British 
Hospitals’  Association  at  its  meetings.  The  Hospital  was  repre¬ 
sented  by  the  Chairman  and  Capt.  H.  Trevenen  Grantham  on  the 
Hospital  Savings  Association,  and  by  Capt.  Grantham  on  the 
Hospital  Saturday  Fund. 

1 1  is  with  deepest  regret  that  we  have  to  report  the  death  in  N o vem- 
ber  last,  of  Sir  Charles  Howell  Thomas,  k.c.b.,  k.c.m.g.,  Chairman  of 
the  Hospital.  Sir  Charles  joined  us  in  1938,  and  was  elected  to  the 
House  and  Finance  Committees.  In  1939  he  was  elected  our 
Chairman.  A  few  months  after  taking  office,  war  was  declared,  and 
during  these  five  years  of  grave  difficulties  his  services  were 
invaluable,  and  your  Committee  desire  to  place  on  record  its 
profound  sorrow  at  his  death,  and  its  deep  sense  of  appreciation  of 
his  services.  His  great  love  for  the  Hospital  will  always  be  treasured 
with  sincere  gratitude.  Special  donations  taking  the  place  of 
floral  tributes  amounted  to  £60,  and  were  most  sincerely  appreciated 
by  the  Committee. 

Sir  John  Stewart- Wallace,  c.b.,  was  elected  to  the  Committee 
and  also  as  Chairman  of  the  Hospital  in  his  place,  in  February,  1944. 

Your  Committee  deplore  the  loss  of  yet  another  of  their 
colleagues,  Mr.  J.  H.  Furmedge,  who  joined  the  Committee  in  1923, 
and  subsequently  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee. 
During  twenty  years  Mr.  Furmedge  rendered  great  service,  and

your  Committee  desire  to  place  on  record  their  sincere  appreciation 
of  the  valuable  work  which  he  performed  for  so  many  years.  The 
kindly  thought  expressed  by  Mrs.  Furmedge  that  donations  should 
take  the  place  of  floral  tributes  resulted  in  the  receipt  of  £65,  which 
was  most  gratefully  accepted  by  the  Committee. 

During  the  year  Mr.  Arthur  V.  Barber  was  elected  a  member  of 
your  Committee,  and  subsequently  elected  to  the  House  and 
Finance  Committees. 

FINANCE 

The  total  gross  income  amounted  to  £18,465  3s.,  and  exceeded 
the  total  expenditure  by  £2  2s.  lid.,  the  actual  expenditure  being 
£18,463  Os.  Id. 

Legacies  received  during  the  year  amounted  £6,565.  Your 
Committee  desire  to  acknowledge  with  gratitude  receipt  of  £4,000 
on  account  from  the  Estate  of  the  late  Major  Corrie  Keep,  M.c., 
a  Consulting  Surgeon  to  the  Hospital,  and  £2,500  on  account  from 
the  Estate  of  the  late  Mrs.  Annie  Charlotte  Smith. 

Very  special  thanks  are  tendered  to  those  subscribers  who  have 
entered  into  a  Deed  of  Covenant  for  the  payment  of  their  subscrip¬ 
tions,  whereby  the  Hospital  is  enabled  to  recover  Income  Tax  on 
the  amount  of  subscriptions  without  additional  cost  to  the 
subscriber.  During  the  year  £474  was  received  by  way  of  Income 
Tax  Refunds. 

The  Week’s  Good  Cause  in  January  was  allotted  to  this  Hospital 
by  the  kindness  of  the  British  Broadcasting  Corporation,  and  to 
whom  your  Committee  accord  sincere  and  grateful  thanks.  The 
appeal  was  made  by  Sir  Charles  Howell  Thomas,  Chairman  of  the 
Hospital,  and  resulted  in  a  total  of  £1,135  9s.  9d.  A  severe  air-raid 
was  in  progress  during  the  broadcast,  and  little  of  the  appeal  was 
heard  by  London  listeners.  The  result,  most  welcome  and  gratify¬ 
ing  to  the  Committee,  undoubtedly  would  have  been  considerably 
increased  had  there  been  no  air-raid.  The  Committee  extend 
grateful  thanks  to  those  who  so  kindly  responded. 

Your  Committee  desire  to  tender  most  grateful  thanks  to  Mr. 
Pouishnoff  for  the  Recital  which  he  so  generously  gave  at  All 
Souls’  Church,  South  Hampstead,  during  the  year,  in  aid  of  the 
Hospital,  and  which  resulted  in  the  welcome  addition  of  £80  3s.  4d. 
to  our  funds.  His  skill  and  well-known  technique  delighted  his 
listeners. 

MEDICAL  STAFF 

Yet  another  member  of  the  Honorary  Staff,  Mr.  R.  Leslie  Dodds, 
m.qh.,  F.R.c.s.,  f.r.c.o.g.,  joined  the  R.A.M.C.  during  the  year. 
Miss  Kathleen  M.  Robinson,  m.d.,  f.r.c.s.,  m.r.c.o.g.,  was 
appointed  Temporary  Surgeon  to  Out-patients  during  the  absence 
of  Mr.  Dodds. 
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The  depletion  in  the  number  of  our  Honorary  Staff  has  thrown 
more  work  upon  those  still  available  for  the  work  of  the  Hospital, 
and  your  Committee  desire  to  express  their  sincere  appreciation  for 
the  valuable  and  most  efficient  services  rendered  so  ungrudgingly 
by  these  members  of  the  Honorary  Staff. 

NURSING  STAFF 

Your  Committee  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  experimental 
scheme  of  preliminary  training  for  Nurses,  commenced  in  March, 
1943,  has  proved  a  distinct  success,  and  it  is  most  encouraging  to 
find  that  we  have  a  list  of  candidates  waiting  for  vacancies. 

The  results  of  the  State  Preliminary  Examination  have  proved 
most  encouraging,  and  your  Committee  desire  to  recognise  the 
valuable  services  rendered  by  our  Sister  Tutor,  Miss  O.  E.  Copeland 
in  this  direction,  and  to  compliment  her  and  the  successful  candi¬ 
dates. 

Your  Committee  report  that  they  have  adopted  the  Rushcliffe 
Scale  of  Salaries  for  Nurses,  effect  to  which  was  given  in  April,  1943. 
Also  they  have  adopted  the  minimum  Rates  of  Wages  in  respect  of 
Domestic  Help  as  submitted  in  a  White  Paper  to  the  Minister  of 
Labour  and  National  Services.
